The City- of Sierra Madre 
has arranged another free 
service for senior citizens 
through the .assistance of the 
Scnior.s on the Move Project 
of the Foothill Area Com¬ 
munity Service Commission. 

This .service provides free 
transportation for seniors 
age 60 and up, to dental - 
medical facilities, ban k s, 
neighborhood centers, nutri¬ 
tion program sites and shop¬ 
ping centers. Transportation 
can be orovided throughout 
all of Sierra Madre as well 
as the cities of Pasadena. 
Arcadia, Moorov-ia and Du¬ 
arte. Seniors on the Move 
has a.jsignecl a vehicle to 
service only Sierra Madre, 
starting immediately. In ihf 
past they did not have 
enough v^ehicles to effective¬ 
ly provide transportation in 
Sierra Madre, but a recent 
augmentation of their fleets 
has enabled them to provide 
better services. 

A vehicle will be assigned 
to Sierra Madre to service 
seniors 60 years and older 
between the hours of 8:30 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Monday 
thru Friday. Special shop¬ 
ping trips will be set up dur¬ 
ing the week to get to local 
markets in Sierra Madre on 
Wcdnc.sdays, and to East 
Pasadena and Fashion Park 
on Tuesdays. 

To get a ride on Seniors 
on the Move, it is necessary’ 
to call 48 hours in advanc<>.

Mayor William A. Kinney 
pointed out that the Council 
is trying to .kc-ep the tree 
ne.xt to the depot and the 
one in “Hopper’s Park" (on 
Kersting Court). 

Mr. Korsmeier said the 
Chamber of Commerce has 
plans for beautification of 
the depot — plans which In¬ 
clude landscaping and plant¬ 
ing of trees. 

“Even if we have to sixmd 
.$."00 cl.' $-100 to plant other 
trees within the depot island, 
it still wouldn’t be as cos- 
ly as losing the $35,000,” he 
stated. 

The Council had heard a 
letter of protest from Mrs. 
Cora B. Jensen, .535 E. Or¬ 
ange Grove, in which she 
had asked the councilmen to 
“relect the thought ... of 
destroying these venerable 
old friends — the pt'pper 
trees.” 

Mr. Korsmeier replied that 
“all of us are heartily in 
accord with Mrs. Jensen’s 
feeling about trying to save 
the trees,” but at presen’ 
there is no way to save them. 

Bids for the street ini- 
lyrovements will be opened 
at the May 8 meeting of the 
Council. All bids are subject 
to the approval of the state. 

During -August of that 
year an article appeared 
that Byron Hopper w a s 
made park superintendent in 
what was called “Hoppe’- 
PaiU” and his first action of 
busine.ss was the installation 
of a drinking fountain. The 
fountain was ordered and 
plans for installation was 
made in the plot of land 
containing Kersting Court 
pepper tree. 

It was during the year 
1965 that the then City Ad 
ministrator, Lawrence Bev- 
ington -ordered the pepper 
tree in front of the News 
office cut down. 

Workmen of the City ar¬ 
rived at 10 a.m. that morn¬ 
ing, and so did nbo’jt 15 or 
20 citizens and businessmen 
who were ready to do battle 
.should any one lay a hand 
on the tree. 

Bevington gave up in dis¬ 
gust and called the workmen 
off . . . the trees have never 
been bothered since that date 
. . . They still stand as a 
statute to those that de¬ 
manded the Court bc' pre¬ 
served ... At a later date 
we hope to give you the bat¬ 
tle of Kersting Court and the 
depot and its reconstruction.

End Run Around Prop. 4 

A Senate Local Government hearing on bills to im- ' 
plement the “Spirit of 13” initiative, showed that local 
government is seeking to avoid si)ending limit constraints 
in a variety of ways. The wildest attempt at circumven¬ 
tion was displayed by the California Sch.ool BoaraJs As¬ 
sociation in stating that school districts should be entirely 
exempt from spending limits because school districts al¬ 
ready have been subject to a statutory revenue limit. 

Opposing the incredible suggestion, Dugald Gillies 
of the California Association of Realtors noted inconsis¬ 
tency. School interests spoke against the initiative ciuring 
the campaign stating it would damage education, and now 
take the opposite position that they are entirely exempt. 
The initiative specifically includes sdhool districts. 

Senator Marks of San Francsco, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, argued that cities with declining population may 
use the increasing population grocvth of their metropolitan 
area in calculating the inflation and population growth 
factor. Accorcting to Marks, Proposition 4 allows the legis¬ 
lature to determine the method of estimating population. 
He stated that a city such as San Francisco, with grow¬ 
ing commuter employment hut deciling resident popula¬ 
tion, could be .severely impacted because new businesses 
and commuters require city services. Requiring a out in 
spending would cause the city to halt new busines growth. 
The Chamber opposed this loophole contained in SB 1352 
(Marks) because it was the clear intent of drafters and 
voters that ciecreases in population be recognized. To pre¬ 
cluded legislative abuse in estimating populations, the 
initiative requires that population estimates be adjusted 
to the U.S. Crsnsus. Another section of the initiative requires 
that spending limits of resident cities of San Francisco- 
bound commuters be reduced if the spending limit of !san 
Francisc’o is increased to provide commuter services. Final¬ 
ly, the citizens of San Francisco have the right to adopt 
a higher spe.nding limit or different formula by a vote of 
the people. 

Senator Ayala observed that increasing the spending 
limit of a city by growth of the metropolitan area would 
discourage growth. Any city ,not wanting to take on the 
new growth, could force it into a neighbring city and still 
enjoy the same Increased spcniding ability without the 
.necessity off providing new services. 

Action on the comprehensive SB 1594 (M. Garcia) 

sponsored by the Proposition 4 drafters, including the 
Chamber, was dc'ferred until April 14 as was SB 1352 
-'^.larks) and SB 1438 (Holmdahl). The committee approved 
SB 1495 (Vuich) providing spending limits for cities formed 
between 1978 and 1980 and SB 1389 (Craven) clarifying 
that bonds may be .sold and repaid by associated user fees 
outsiefe the Proposition 4 limit. Both of those bills are 
supported by the Chamber. 

AB 2590 (Boatwright), also sponsored by the Proposi¬ 
tion 4 drafters and nearly identical to SB 1594, is set for 
Assembly Revenue and Taxation hearing. 

Collective Bargaining 

A March 25 California Third District Court of Appeals 
decision dc'clared unconstituttonal the provisions of SB 
839 (Dills, 1977-78 Session) which extended the rights of 
collective bargaining and unionism to state government 
employees. 

In its lawsuit. Pacific Legal Foundation challenged 
whether the constitutional powers given to the State Per¬ 
sonnel Board were usurped by the statute created by SB 
839. Th,e Appeals Court said in its (decision, “As we shall 
explain, “the constitutional jurisdiction of the SPB to pres¬ 
cribe classifcatons for civil servdee positions is integrally 
bound up with the power to set salaries; the authority 
to classify and set salaries is essential to the constitutional 
obligation of the SPB to insure Ike pay for like work. Tlius 
(the bargaining law’s) assignment of the salary'-set- 
ting function to the bargaining prcK-ess between the gover¬ 
nor and the exclusive representative of employee bar¬ 
gaining units on its face conflicts with the constitutional 
power of the SPB lo set salares’.” 

Ttie case will no doubt be appealed to the California 
Supreme Court. 

'Blindness’ Linked To Error 

state income tax processors reported in early March 
that forty per c-ent of the four million returns tliey had 
receivv-d contained mistakes, for what one board official 
termed “the highest error rate ev'er.” 

Among the ten most common taxpayer errors listed 
by the board was “sighted taxpayers claiming the exemp¬ 
tion for blindness.” I 

The $9 credit may be taken by simply checldng a 
square labeled “blind,” leading to speculation that the 
word might mean somthing other than sightlessness to a 
growing number of taxpayers. 

Among the other common errors cited by the board: 

_Failuure to claim the standard deduction before de¬ 
termining the tax from the tax table. 

_ Failure to claim the special 80 per cent refund of 

state disability insiurance payments withheld from 1979 
wages. 

_Single persons claiming “head of household” status. 

Blaming the high error rate on recent tax form re¬ 
visions, a board spoicesman said delivery of taxpayer re¬ 
funds this year may be delayed. 

It’s All Business 

What’s good for small business is good for all busi¬ 
ness. Many of us have known this for years but the empha¬ 
sis by the press, by many politicians and certainly the 
anti-business groups has been on big business. “Busi¬ 
ness is business” they would say, and what was good 
for big business was good for small as well. Then the 
emphasis changed to “attack big business and, at the 
same time, protect the small.” This, of course, is a plan 
by a few to divide business but it won’t work. 

Attitudes are changing and we all can help make 
the change for the better. In the first place, more recog¬ 
nition is .now being given to small business. Also that 
segment of the private sector is getting better organized 
ami becoming a political force. Witness tlie California 
Chamber’s Small Busines Task Force with enrollment now 
of over 112,000. Singlehandodly, through local chambers of 
commerce, they scored a big victory with Assemblyman 
Bob Frazee’s bill that brought papeiavork and reporting 
relief to over 100,000 small businesses. This bill had passed 
both houses but was vetoed by the Governor. It was re¬ 
introduced and pa.ssed again and later signed, with ijoltical 
pressure from the task force.

Pot Primer for Parents. 


Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
toyourson and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
eollege, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do-that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, Is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a har(l fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot, 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about
